AMB SHERER AND MISOEE LORENZ CALLED ON USYG URQUHART TO TRY 
TO DISSUADE THE SECRETARIAT FROM ISSUING ITS INTERIM REPORT ON 
UNEF EXTENSION. URQUHART REFUSED ON GROUNDS THAT THE REPORT 
WAS ESSENTIAL TO COVER THE SYG AS UNEF BEGAN THE DEFENCE OF 
THE RAS SUDAR PERIMETER-A TASK DERIVING SOLELY FROM THE

WILL COME OUT BY OCTOBER 18, AND WILL MERELY ESTIMATE THE 
MAGNITUDE OF THE INCREASED SIZE AND COST OF THE FORCE, 

LEAVING THE FINANCIAL ASPECT TO THE GA. URQUHART THEN 
REMARKED THAT EGYPTIAN AMBASSADOR MEGUID HAD CALLED EARLIER 
IN THE DAY TO REQUEST THAT THE MAIN REPORT BE HELD UP AS 
LONG AS POSSIBLE BECAUSE FONMIN FAHMY NEEDED TIME "TO
